Republican governors of 25 states will meet 
for twro days in Palm Beach, Fla., beginning Fri­ 
day (Dec. 8). Governor - elect Louie B. Nunn of 
Kentucky also is invited. 
GOVERNORS of our 50 states have a great deal 
of mutual respect. The liking for each other tends 
to increase within a single party. So the meeting of 
Republican governors in Florida in early Septem­ 
ber w'ould seem to be an event of sweetness and 
light except for one thing. 
At party conferences of governors, politics tends 
to be serious and high-rolling. The 1952 Republican 
Governors’ Conference marked a major accom­ 
plishment for the backers of Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower for President of the United States. 
Expected at this year’s two - day meeting at 
Palm Beach, Fla., are Gov, Nelson A. Rocke­ 
feller of New York and Gov. 
Ronald Reagan of 
California. Rockefeller is the nation’s senior gov­ 
ernor. He has earned the respect of other gov­ 
ernors within and without his party by sheer ex­ 
pertise. The N.Y. Times reports: “As many as 
17 of the nation’s 25 Republican governors are 
thought to be secret Rockefeller supporters, al­ 
though only one, Spiro Agnew of Maryland, has 
openly admitted that he’s for Rocky.” (Rocky 
seem s to be the accepted nickname. He signs 
autographs with it, but before politics it was 
“ N els.” ) 
WITH THE INAUGURATION of 43-year-old Louie 
B. Nunn on Dec. 12 as governor of Kentucky, Re­ 
publicans will have regained a majority (26-24) 
of state governoships they lost back in 1954. Twen­ 
ty years ago, the Republicans had 25 state gover­ 
nors to 23 for the Democrats. The ratio changed 
drastically in 1948, with 
30 Democratic gover­ 
nors and only 18 Republicans. The strong vote for 
Democratic state offices in that year certainly 
helped to pull Harry S. Truman through for the 
Presidency. 
The balance shifted in 1950, by a 25-23 total in 
favor of the GOP. The Eisenhower landslide in 
1952 
made it 30-18, Republican. But between 
then and Dec. 12 in Louisville, the balance has 
been Democratic all the way. 
AT THE MOMENT, Richard M. Nixon appears to 
be the front - runner for President with the people 
who manage the Republican party, the state and 
county leaders. 
The N.Y. Times reports: “ He 
(Nixon) 
has been organizing a campaign for the 
Republican Presidential nomination for the better 
part of a year and is expected to make the formal 
announcement of his candidacy in mid-January.” 
Nixon on Nov. 27 said: 
“ We (Republicans) for 
the balance of (Johnson’s) term aregoingto sup­ 
port the commitment in Viet Nam so that the 
enemy will not be encouraged to hang on with 
the idea that after the elections he’s going to get 
concessions.” 
Neither Rockefeller nor Reagan has made such a 
hawkish statement of what will certainly prove to 
be one of the most decisive issues of 1968. Rea­ 
gan, however, is generally classified as pro­ 
escalation on Viet Nam. 
Rockefeller 
is con­ 
sidered a middle - of the - w'ayeror m eliorist-- 
or at least keeping open his options. 
Republican governors are generally more liberal 
than congressional Republicans. Reagan probably 
stands with the congressional side. Some people 
suggest that the governors who will meet in Palm 
Beach would dearly love it if Romney and Nixon 
knock each other off in the primaries, making for 
a wide - open convention in w'hich governors and 
other delegate brokers could make power -build­ 
ing deals.

His high position was only incidental to the affec­ 
tion with which he was held by his countryman. 
Cardinal Spellman spoke for all of us when he 
enunciated his Americanism. He was an eloquent 
spokesman for our way of life. 
Many clergymen receive acclaim for their activi­ 
ties within their domination. Cardinal Spellman 
certainly did in his but he was uncommon in his 
influence beyond the membership of the Catholic 
church. He was a patriot who labored for all of 
us. 
The archbishop of New York, who succumbed last 
week to a stroke, wasn’t content to minister to 
his block in Manhattan. He annually cheered our 


soldiers in Vietnam by m aking a baitieneiu vi&n 
at Christmas. 
He was vicar - general of the United States 
armed forces and he considered it to be his duty 
to visit American soldiers around the world every 
year at Christmas in war and in peace. 
There he received inspiration — more, he said, 
than he 
did from St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral, the 
towering edifice on New York’s Fifth Avenue. 
“American soldiers have taught me better than 
I could have learned any other way what American 
means to m e,” he said. 
He was a New England grocer’s son who became 
a friend of presidents. 
Into life this small portly man with a cherubic 
face threw tremendous energy as a fervent theolo­ 
gical conservative, a tireless fundraiser, an effi­ 
cient administrator, a firm disciplinarian and 
moralist. 
When he became archbishop of New York more 
than a quarter of a century ago he said: 
“ I shall pray as if everything depended 
on God. I shall work as if everything de­ 
pended on me.” 
Cardinal Spellman never wavered. His good deeds 
testify to it.

A LIBERAL GOP MEETING 
Republican governors of 25 states will meet 
for tw'o days in Palm Beach, Fla., beginning Fri­ 
day (Dec. 8). Governor - elect Louie B. Nunn of 
Kentucky also is invited. 
GOVERNORS of our 50 states have a great deal 
of mutual respect. The liking for each other tends 
to increase within a single party. So the meeting of 
Republican governors in Florida in early Septem­ 
ber would seem to be an event of sweetness and 
light except for one thing. 
At party conferences of governors, politics tends 
to be serious and high-rolling. The 1952 Republican 
Governors* Conference marked a major accom­ 
plishment for the backers of Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower for President of the United States. 
Expected at this year’s two - day meeting at 
Palm Beach, Fla., are Gov. Nelson A. Rocke­ 
feller of New' York and Gov. 
Ronald Reagan of 
California. Rockefeller is the nation’s senior gov­ 
ernor. He has earned the respect of other gov­ 
ernors within and without his party by sheer ex­ 
pertise. The N.Y. Times reports: “As many as 
17 of the nation’s 25 Republican governors are 
thought to be secret Rockefeller supporters, al­ 
though only one, Spiro Agnew’ of Maryland, has 
openly admitted that he’s for Rocky.” (Rocky 
seems to be the accepted nickname. He signs 
autographs with it, but before politics it was 
“ Nels.” ) 
WITH THE INAUGURATION of 43-year-old Louie 
B. Nunn on Dec. 12 as governor of Kentucky, Re­ 
publicans will have regained a majority (26-24) 
of state governoships they lost back in 1954. Twen­ 
ty years ago, the Republicans had 25 state gover­ 
nors to 23 for the Democrats. The ratio changed 
drastically in 1948, with 
30 Democratic gover­ 
nors and only 18 Republicans. The strong vote for 
Democratic state offices in that year certainly 
helped to pull Harry S. Truman through for the 
Presidency. 
The balance shifted in 1950, by a 25-23 total in 
favor of the GOP. The Eisenhower landslide in 
1952 
made it 30-18, Republican. But between 
then and Dec. 12 in Louisville, the balance has 
been Democratic all the way. 
AT THE MOMENT, Richard M. Nixon appears to 
be the front - runner for President with the people 
who manage the Republican party, the state and 
county leaders. 
The N.Y. Times reports: “ He 
(Nixon) 
has been organizing a campaign for the 
Republican Presidential nomination for the better 
part of a year and is expected to make the formal 
announcement of his candidacy in mid-January.” 
Nixon on Nov. 27 said: “We (Republicans) for 
the balance of (Johnson’s) term are going to sup­ 
port the commitment in Viet Nam so that the 
enemy will not be encouraged to hang on with 
the idea that after the elections he’s going to get 
concessions.” 
Neither Rockefeller nor Reagan has made such a 
hawkish statement of what will certainly prove to 
be one of the most decisive issues of 1968. Rea­ 
gan, however, is generally classified as pro­ 
escalation on Viet Nam. 
Rockefeller 
is con­ 
sidered a middle - of the - wayeror meliorist— 
or at least keeping open his options. 
Republican governors are generally more liberal 
than congressional Republicans. Reagan probably 
stands with the congressional side. Some people 
suggest that the governors who will meet in Palm 
Beach would dearly love it if Romney and Nixon 
knock each other off in the primaries, making for 
a wide - open convention in which governors and 
other delegate brokers could make power -build­ 
ing deals,

NEW YORK (AP) - The Me. 
tropolltan Museum of Art says 
its famous bronze horse, long 
considered a masterpiece of an­ 
cient Greek art, is a 50-year-old 
fake. 
The museum startled 800 pa­ 
trons attending a seminar on art 
forgery Wednesday night when 
it revealed for the first time 
that the horse it regarded as 
“ the quintessence of the ancient 
Greek spirit,” was merely a fa. 
rnous fraud. 
The horse was probably cast 
in Paris shortly after World 
War I rather than in Greece 
around 470 B.C., the museum 
said. 
The 15-inch statue purchased 
by the museum in 1923 was even 
acclaimed by the Encyclopedia 
Britannica for its beauty and 
grace. It was so famous ani po­
